The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 has been amended to correct the spelling of 3,4- 
polyalkylenedioxythiophenes. Said amendment is set forth on page 3 of this Examiner's 
Amendment.

Amend claim 1 as follows: 

1. (Currently amended) A dispersion comprising: 
polyanions; 

cationic 3,4-polvalkvlenedioxvthiophenes [ [3,4-polyalkyleriedioxythiophenes] ]; and 

a solvent comprising water and optionally alcohol, 

wherein said dispersion has a weight ratio of cationic 3,4-polyalkylene- 

dioxythiophene to polyanion of from 1 : 8 to 1 : 25, and 90% by weight of the particles of 

the dispersion being less than 40 nm.

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Reasons for allowance
